Condo fire was 
deliberately set: 
Investigators 


Rutherford. $20M fire 
destroyed 3 buildings 
under construction, 
damaged other homes 


An investigation from Ed¬ 
monton Police and Edmon¬ 
ton Fire Rescue Services has 
determined that one of the 
costliest fires in Edmonton’s 
history was deliberately set. 

Investigators announced 
Wednesday the $20-million 
fire at an under-construction 
condominium complex in the 
Rutherford area on Sept. 29 
was the work of an arsonist. 

The blaze tore through 
three buildings at the site 
that were in various stages of 


construction, and the intense 
heat scorched homes hun¬ 
dreds of metres away. 

Investigators determined 
the fire started in the build¬ 
ing that was still in the early 
stages of construction. 

“It started in the one 
building that was furthest to 
the east and we believe it was 
deliberately set,” said Capt. 
Shayne Page. 

Page said with the cause 
now determined, the investi¬ 
gation would be turned over 
to Edmonton police and he 
could not release many de¬ 
tails. 

“We don’t want to release 
exactly what was used and 
how it was lit, that’s all under 
investigation with EPS,” he 
said. 

Stacey Chuchmuch’s 
home was just steps away 
from the blaze and suffered 
significant damage. 


“We lost all our windows. 
The electrical in the front of 
the house is compromised 
and there is heat, fire, and 
water damage to the south¬ 
facing wall,” she said, adding 
that she still hasn’t returned 
home. 

She said it’s troubling to 
know the fire was deliberate¬ 
ly set and people will likely 
be uneasy about it for a while. 

She said she hopes if 
there’s more construction on 
the site there will be more 
security. 

“I think it will instill a lit¬ 
tle bit of fear, especially when 
this community is growing, 
and there is probably going to 
be more development in the 
future,” she said. 

No suspects have been 
identified, but investigators 
are asking anyone with any 
information to contact Crime 
Stoppers at 1-800-222-8477.

New government legislation 
on regional growth boards 
will only enshrine the status 
quo in Edmonton and is 
now cause for concern, said 
Mayor Don Iveson. 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment introduced a bill 
around regional planning 
boards earlier this week 
and opposition critics at the 
legislature said it was heavy- 
handed. 

Municipal Affairs Minister 
Doug Griffiths said the new 
legislation only enshrines 
what the Edmonton area is 
already doing through the 
Capital Region Board (CRB). 

“The act will give the 
Capital Region Board a 
strong legislative foundation, 
instead of just a regulative 
foundation, and will allow 
for the creation of growth 
management boards in other 
areas of the province, he 
said. 

Griffiths said he believes 
the CRB has worked well and 
could be a model for other 
communities to follow. 

“Since it was created in 
2008, the Capital Region 
Board has demonstrated 
tremendous value and has a 
solid track record of success,” 
said Griffiths. 

Iveson said the province 
was right to enshrine the 
board in legislation. 

“I will commend them to¬ 
day for legislating something 
that I think is ready to be put 
into law, which is just that 
we need to work together,” 
he said.” 

That should be a given, 
but if it needs to be put into 
law that is not a bad thing.”

Trudeau: Feds have 
botched energy file 


Placing blame. Liberal 
leader claims oilsands 
have become poster 
child for global warming 


Liberal Leader Justin Trudeau 
used a speech to oil executives 
Wednesday to blame the fed¬ 
eral government’s “megaphone 
diplomacy” for delays in a U.S. 
decision on the Keystone XL oil- 
sands pipeline. 

Trudeau told the Calgaiy 
Petroleum Club that Stephen 
Harper’s government has failed 
to come up with a “sensible” 
national strategy on green¬ 


house gases and that’s damag¬ 
ing Canada’s reputation. 

“After eight years here is 
what the so-called friendli¬ 
est government the Canadian 
energy industry has ever had 
has accomplished: We are fur¬ 
ther than ever from a sensible 
policy to reduce carbon pollu¬ 
tion, and the oilsands have be¬ 
come the international poster 
child for climate change,” Tru¬ 
deau told the crowd. 

“The government has failed 
to move the yardsticks on one 
of the most important infra¬ 
structure projects of our gen¬ 
eration — the XL pipeline. They 
have needlessly antagonized 
our closest friend and most

important market and they 
have failed to gain access to the 
growing markets of the Asia- 
Pacific region.” 

Trudeau was critical of Harp¬ 
er’s suggestion that the project 
was a “no-brainer” for President 
Barack Obama to approve. 

“You don’t have to be (for¬ 
mer prime minister) Lester 


Pearson to know bad diplomacy 
when you see it,” said Trudeau. 

Trudeau said Canadians 
have never been bullies, despite 
having vast petroleum reserves. 

“We have the second-lar¬ 
gest petroleum reserves in the 
world that the world is veiy 
interested in purchasing. But 
that doesn’t give us the power 
to push anyone around because 
people know our economy de¬ 
pends on actually creating mar¬ 
kets for those resources.” 

Trudeau said if Canada isn’t 
able to convince the world that 
it is strong environmentally, it 
will lose market access for its 
natural resources.

Bed bug worries

Israel green-lights East 
Jerusalem construction 


Israel on Wednesday an¬ 
nounced plans to build 1,500 
new homes in East Jerusalem, 
the part of the city claimed by 
the Palestinians, just hours 
after it freed a group of Pal¬ 
estinian prisoners as part of a 
deal to set peace talks in mo¬ 
tion. 

The settlement construc¬ 
tion was seen as an attempt 
by Prime Minister Benja¬ 
min Netanyahu to make up 
for the prisoner release, for 
which he has been sharply 
criticized at home. The pris¬ 
oners were jailed for deadly 
attacks on Israelis. 

Interior Ministiy spokes¬ 
woman Lital Apter said 
Wednesday that the 1,500 
apartments would be built in 
Ramat Shlomo, a sprawling 
settlement in east Jerusalem. 
She said Israel also plans to 
develop an archaeology and 
tourism site near the Old 
City, home to Jerusalem’s 
most sensitive holy sites. 

Israel captured east Jeru¬ 
salem, along with the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip, in the 
1967 Mideast war. 

The Palestinians seek all 
three areas for a future state, 
with east Jerusalem as their 
capital. 

Israel considers all of 
Jerusalem to be its eternal 
capital, and Netanyahu has

vowed never to divide the 
city. Israel has built a ser¬ 
ies of settlements, including 
Ramat Shlomo, to solidify its 
control. 

Although Israel’s annexa¬ 
tion of east Jerusalem is not 
internationally recognized, it 
considers these settlements 
to be neighbourhoods of the 
city. 

Israel first announced 
the Ramat Shlomo plans in 
2010 during Vice-President 
Joe Biden’s visit to Israel, 
sparking a diplomatic rift 
with Washington that took 
months to mend.

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Source? SARS-like virus 
found in Chinese bats 


A consortium of internation¬ 
al scientists has discovered 
a SARS-like virus recovered 
from a Chinese horseshoe bat, 
further solidifying the theory 
that these bats are the ultim¬ 
ate source of the virus that 
killed more than 900 people 
around the globe in 2003. 

The new virus, which they 
called WIVl, is the closest 
match yet between SARS and 
coronaviruses from bats. 

The scientists also re¬ 
ported that the virus uses 
the same receptor, ACE2, to 
latch onto and infect cells 
that SARS does. In labora- 
toiy work, WIVl was able to 



directly infect human cells. 
That, they suggested, means 
that viruses like this may not 
need an animal go-between 
to cause human outbreaks — 
they may be able to jump dir¬ 
ectly from bats to people.

Norwegian town gets light 
where the sun don’t shine

Residents of the small Nor¬ 
wegian town of Rjulcan have 
finally seen the light. 

Tucked in between steep 
mountains, the town is nor¬ 
mally shrouded in shadow 
for almost six months a year, 
with residents having to 
catch a cable car to the top of 
a nearby precipice to get a fix 
of midday vitamin D. 

But on Wednesday faint 
rays from the winter sun for 
the first time reached the 
town’s market square, thanks 
to three 17-square-metre mir¬ 
rors placed on a mountain. 

TV footage of the event 
showed the centre of the 
crowded square light up a 
touch, but not as if hit by dir¬ 
ect sunlight. Still, residents 


said the effect was noticeable. 

“Before when it was a fine 
day, you would see that the 
sky was blue and you knew 
that the sun was shining. But 
you couldn’t quite see it,” 
said Karin Roe, from the lo¬ 


cal tourist office. “This feels 
warm. When there is no time 
to get to the top of the moun¬ 
tains on weekdays, it will 
be lovely to come out for an 
hour and feel this warmth.” 

Like much of Scandinavia, 


the town of Rjulcan often is 
freezing throughout the win¬ 
ter, but on Wednesday it was 
7 degrees Celsius there. 

The Italian town of Vigan- 
ella has a similar, but smaller, 
sun mirror, the associated press

airplane.

Days before she walked the 
runway at Stella McCartney 
and Chanel’s Spring 2014 Paris 
Fashion Week shows, we met 
up with Miranda Kerr at the 
chic rooftop of the Gramercy 
Park Hotel.

To make the cookies 

1. In a bowl, beat the butter, 
oil, sugar and lemon zest with 
an electric mixer until pale and 
light; add the egg and vanilla 
and beat for a minute, until 
smooth and blended. 

2. In a small bowl, stir together 
the flour, baking powder and 
salt. Add to the sugar mixture 
and stir by hand or beat on low 
speed just until you have a soft 
dough. Shape the dough into 
a disc, wrap in plastic and re¬ 
frigerate for half an hour. 

3. When you’re ready to bake, 
preheat the oven to 350 F (180 
C). On a lightly floured surface, 
roll the dough out to about 
1/8-inch (3 mm) thick. Cut the 
cookies into card shapes — or 
flowers, hearts, spades or a 
combination of shapes — and 
place 1 inch (2.5 cm) apart on a 
parchment-lined baking sheet. 


Alice's advice 


Egg-yolk cookie “paint” 
cooks dry and glossy and you 
have far more control with a 
paintbrush than an icing bag. 
Try making an entire palette 
of colours in small ramekins, 
adding a few drops of food 
colouring per egg yolk. 


To make the paint 

1. Put the egg yolk in a dish 
and add a few drops of food 
colouring. Mix with a fork until 
well blended. Use a small paint¬ 
brush to paint the unbaked 
cookies with the red “paint.” 

2. Bake for 14 minutes, until 
the cookies are pale golden 
around the edges and the paint 
is dry and glossy. Using a thin 
spatula, transfer to a wire rack.

1. Preheat the oven to 400 F 
(200 C) and butter two 8-inch 
(20 cm) or 9-inch (23 cm) 
round cake pans. 

To make the cake 

1. In a large bowl, beat the 
butter and sugar for a few 
minutes, until pale and 
fluffy. Beat in the eggs and 
vanilla. 

2. In a small bowl, stir 
together the flour, baking 
powder, baking soda and 
salt. 

3. By hand or with the mixer 
on low speed, add the flour 
mixture to the butter mix¬ 
ture in 3 batches, alternating 
with buttermilk, beginning 
and ending with the flour 
and mixing after each addi¬ 
tion just until combined. 

4. Divide the batter between 
the pans and if you like, scat¬ 
ter blackcurrants overtop. 

5. Bake for 25 to 30 minutes, 
until golden and springy to 
the touch. Invert onto wire 
racks to cool completely, 
then cut into small rounds or 
squares using a 1 1/2-inch (4 


cm) round cookie cutter or a 
knife. 

To make blackcurrant icing 

1. Whisk all the ingredients 
together in a double boiler 
set over simmering water. 
When warm and smooth, re¬ 
move from heat and set aside 
to cool for about 10 minutes. 

2. Place the cut-out cakes

• l/2 cup (125 ml) butter,

• 1 cup (250 ml) fresh or frozen 
blackcurrants (optional) 

Blackcurrant Icing 

• 4-5 cups (1-1.25 l) icing 
sugar 

• 1/4 cup (60 ml) light corn 
syrup or golden syrup 

• 1/4 cup (60 ml) water or 
blackcurrant concentrate 

• 1/4 tsp (1 ml) vanilla 


3. If you like, top with fresh 
blackcurrants and allow the 
cakes to set. Otherwise, let 
the icing set before writing 
on top.

If you’re starting a project 
from scratch, look for pieces 
of lumber that have knots 
and unique markings. If re¬ 
modelling an existing piece of 
furniture, make sure to sand 
all surfaces to remove paint 
or stain before beginning.

A cure for the 
multi-season 
closet

With fall weather in full 
force, it’s high time to 
change over your closet 
from summer to winter. 

People often ask me 
where they’re supposed to 
put all of their off-season 
things. Without a storage 
solution, many of us just 
keep struggling along with 
a closet that’s overflowing 
with both our warm and 
cool-weather clothes — and 
so we curse eveiy time we 
need to get dressed. 

What are we to do? 

Here are some great solu¬ 
tions that I’ve used in both 
small apartments and large 
homes. 

• I fill old suitcases with 
off-season clothing and put 


them under the bed, in a 
guest closet or in the garage 

— covered with a tarp to 
keep the dust off — until I 
need the clothing again. 

• A decorative armoire, 
chest of drawers or a trunk 
being used as a coffee table 
are all great off-season stor¬ 
age solutions. 

• If you have the space, an 
unused basement, empty 
kids’ room or attic is great. 

I like to simply hang my 
clothes on a rack — some¬ 
times called a hostess rack 

— and cover them with a 
white cotton sheet to keep 
the dust off. It’s really the 
simplest way if you have the 
luxuiy of space. 

• Lastly, there are great 
vacuum-sealer bags that 
you can buy. You fill them 
with clothes, then use your 
vacuum cleaner to suck the 
air out of the bag to reduce 
the volume. Once they’re 
deflated, it becomes much 
easier to find places to store 
them all around your home. 
Just don’t forget where you 
put them! 



This will bring out the wood’s 
natural grain and prepare the 
surface for a fresh finish. 

Channel some aggression 

Collect hammers, screwdriv¬ 
ers, chains or anything else 
that could be used to add in¬ 
teresting dents and scratches 
to the wood. 

Feel free to get creative 
by gently hammering the 


side of screws or stones into 
the wood. Always take extra 
precaution when using tools 
in a different way than their 
intended purpose and wear 
safety goggles to protect from 
any flying objects. 

Before finishing, give the 
corners and edges a hammer. 
Straight edges are a dead give¬ 
away the wood isn’t naturally 
distressed. 


Coffee break 

There are many ways to stain 
wood to give it an aged look, 
but using dark-roasted coffee 
is a popular and inexpensive 
method. 

After applying a coat or 
two of coffee, feel free to add 
a layer of stain by brushing 
it on and then wiping off the 
excess. For the most natural 
look, gently sand the areas 


that would get worn down 
the fastest, like arm rests 
or desktops, to reveal more 
grain. 

Seal the deal 

Use a coat or two of clear fin¬ 
ish to help seal in the colour. 
All that’s left to do is come up 
with a fascinating back stoiy 
for your new antique piece of 
furniture.

Bearded team captures 
championship at home 
for first time since 1918 


There hasn’t been a party like 
this in New England for nearly 
a century. 

Turmoil to triumph. Worst 
to first. 

David Ortiz and the Boston 
Red Sox, baseball’s bearded 
wonders, capped their remark¬ 
able turnaround by beating 
the St. Louis Cardinals 6-1 in 
Game 6 on Wednesday night 
to win their third World Series 


Game 6 



championship in 10 seasons. 

Shane Victorino, symbolic 
of these resilient Sox, returned 
from a stiff back and got Bos¬ 
ton rolling with a three-run 
double off the Green Mon¬ 
ster against rookie sensation 
Michael Wacha. 

John Lackey became the 


first pitcher to start and win a 
World Series clincher for two 
different teams, allowing one 
run over 6 2/3 innings 11 years 
after his Game 7 victoiy as an 
Angels rookie in 2002. 

With fans roaring on eveiy 
pitch and cameras flashing, 
Koji Uehara struck out Matt 
Carpenter for the final out. 
The Japanese pitcher jumped 
into the arms of catcher David 
Ross while Red Sox players 
rushed from the dugout and 
bullpen as the Boston theme 
Dirty Water played on the 
public-address system. 

And the Red Sox didn’t 
have to fly the trophy home. 
For the first time since Babe 


Ruth’s team back in 1918, 
Boston won the title at Fen¬ 
way Park. The 101-year-old 
ballpark, oldest in the majors, 
was packed with 38,447 sing¬ 
ing, shouting fans anticipat¬ 
ing a celebration 95 years in 
the making. 

There wasn’t the cowboy- 
up comeback charm of “The 
Idiots” from 2004, who swept 
St. Louis to end an 86-year title 
drought. There wasn’t that 
cool efficiency of the 2007 
team that swept Colorado. 

This time, they were Bos¬ 
ton Strong — playing for a 
city shaken by the marathon 
bombings in April.

Loss to Leafs 
exposes team's lack of 
defensive pedigree

In a perverse way, the Ed¬ 
monton Oilers should thank 
the Toronto Maple Leafs for 
teaching them lessons. 

In the first meeting this 
season, the Leafs confirmed 
that the Oilers did indeed 
have a problem holding a 
lead and that goaltending 
was an issue. 

Tuesday night, Toronto 
exposed the Edmonton 
defence on numerous occa¬ 
sions in a 4-0 waxing. 

Not a revelation to any¬ 
one who has watched this 
team in recent years, but 
sometimes it really needs 
to smack you in the face in 


order to fix the problem. 

Montreal’s Lars Eller got 
in trouble last week when 
he referred to the Oilers as 
playing like a “junior team.” 
The fact Edmonton went out 
and beat the Habs that night 
was sweet revenge and the 
statement was unfair. 

If anything, Edmonton 
has a tendency to play like 
an American Hockey League 
farm team. 

I don’t say this to rile 
folks up. But here’s the 
thing: Too many times in 
the Toronto game, the Maple 
Leafs were granted odd-man 
rushes seemingly out of 
nowhere. 

Sometimes goalie Richard 
Bachman was there to stop 
them, sometimes he could 
not. A result of bad pinches, 
blown assignments and 
other defensive maladies, 
these are common occur¬ 
rences in the AHL, where the 
defensive side of the game is 
still getting hammered out 
for a lot of players. 


In all the rush to get new 
blood onto the blue-line, the 
Oilers have several defend¬ 
ers who bring both good and 
bad to the ice, but unfortu¬ 
nately the bad tends to burn 
them. 

Both Anton Belov and 
Justin Schultz were minus-2 
against Toronto (they 
certainly weren’t the only 
players to have bad nights, 
of course). Belov displayed 
some great physical play in 
the game, while Schultz, 
who has made his bread 
and butter on offence, made 
several dashes to the Toronto 
net and even ended up on 
top of Leafs netminder James 
Reimer at one point. 

Both need to improve 
defensively and that will be 
a mission for coach Dallas 
Ealcins. Luckily, he made his 
name in the AHL, so he’s 
used to dealing with un¬ 
finished products. The talent 
is there, but the Oilers need 
to get their heads straight 
and fast.

Armstrong loses 
key ruling in fight 
tokeep$i2M 

A Texas company is closer 
to forcing Lance Arm¬ 
strong to return about $12 
million in bonuses he was 
paid for winning the Tour 
de France while secretly 
using performance-enhan¬ 
cing drugs. 

A spokesman for Dal¬ 
las-based SCA Promotions 
says a Texas arbitration 
panel ruled Wednesday 
that it would consider 
the company’s appeal to 
recover the money. 

The company tried to 
prove Armstrong used 
steroids and other drugs 
and doping methods back 
in 2005, but ultimately 
agreed to pay Armstrong 
in a settlement. 

Armstrong’s attorneys 
argued the settlement was 
irreversible. But SCA went 
back to the same arbitra¬ 
tion panel for a new 
ruling after Armstrong 
confessed he cheated to 
win cycling’s biggest race 
eveiy year from 1999- 
2005. 

Armstrong attorney 
Tim Herman did not 
immediately respond to 
requests for comment.

PED confession. Hesjedal 
says he ‘chose the wrong 
path’ as a young cyclist 


Star Canadian cyclist Ryder 
Hesjedal says he “chose the 
wrong path” after reports 
emerged Wednesday that sug¬ 
gested he was involved in dop¬ 
ing. 

Excerpts from a new book 
by former Danish rider Mi¬ 
chael Rasmussen say Hesjedal 
was shown how to use per¬ 
formance-enhancing drugs at 
the start of his career. 

“And even though those 
mistakes happened more than 
10 years ago, and they were 
short-lived, it does not change 
the fact that I made them and 
I have lived with that and been 
soriy for it ever since,” Hes¬ 
jedal said in the statement. 

Hesjedal, 32, did not ex¬ 
plicitly say he took perform¬ 
ance-enhancing drugs, but 
in the contrite statement he 
apologized to fans, sponsors 
and other cyclists. 

“To eveiyone in my life, 
inside and outside the sport, 
to those that have supported 
me and my dreams — includ¬ 
ing my friends, my family, the 
media, fans, my peers, spon¬ 
sors — to riders who didn’t 
make the same choices as me 
all those years ago, I sincerely 
apologize for my part in the 
dark past of the sport. I will al¬ 



ways be sorry,” he said. 

Excerpts of Rasmussen’s 
autobiography Yellow Fever, 
released Wednesday in Dan¬ 
ish newspaper Politilcen, 
claim that Rasmussen taught 
Hesjedal and fellow Canadian 
cyclists Seamus McGrath and 
Chris Sheppard how to use 
EPO, a banned substance used 
in blood doping, in 2003 when 
Hesjedal was a young moun¬ 
tain bike racer. 

Rasmussen did not claim he 
ever saw any of the Canadians 
actually take EPO or any other 
banned substance.
